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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: since "zero 
logical disk" appears to be a phrase that is unique to applicant's disclosure at the time 
this Office action was prepared, the scope of this feature as it appears in the claims is 
entirely limited to the manner in which "zero logical disk" is defined and/or described in 
the specification. None of the references cited by the examiner teach or suggest, either 
alone or in combination, each and all of the features of claims 1-9. Consequently, these 
claims are allowed.
